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THE PR IC E OF FREED OM 
WHEN you read in your newspaper that 
24.000 Chinese Reds were killed in three 
days of fighting in Korea, what are your 
emotions. 
As an indication of final victory for U. S. 
forces it would come under the head of 
good news. Signifying 
superior 
military 
strength for those who are 
fighting 
the 
threat of communism it is encouraging to 
a considerable degree. As an answer to the 
w a r lords of Russia and China it is certain­ 
ly reassuring to all those who are dedicat­ 
ed to peace. 
Taking a broader view of a world situa­ 
tion which makes it necessary to kill or be 
killed, the news is depressing. It requires 
an unusual type of philosophy to see in the 
thousands of Chinese dead an omen of bet­ 
te r world understanding and a prelude to 
peace. If free men are to remain free only 
after they have killed those who oppose 
freedom it will be a tremendous price to 
pay. 
Over and above all these conclusions is 
the fact that w ar seldom settles any world 
problems. It has been tried since man first 
b e ca m e proficient with spears and clubs. 
Nor will it be conclusive in these later gen­ 
erations when m a n ’s ingenuity has fashion­ 
ed weapons which take greater toll. 
The only possible 
comfort which can 
Come to free men from the news that thous­ 
ands are being killed every day in Korea 
Is the claim that we are fighting in defense 
of our own freedom, even though we are 
forced to spill the blood of those whom we 
would rather feed than kill. 


INTO A MIRE 
TH E government is piling up trouble for 
the future by approving dual wage soales. 
The big unions have obtained agreem ents 
by which their wages automatically go up 
with the cost of living. These agreements, 
the government stabilizers .have decided, 
a re permissable under the freeze. But oth­ 
e r workers not so tightly organized are 
bound by the IO per cent wage increase 
formula. 
Thus a m an in one plant will obtain a 
w age increase which a worker in another 
plant will be denied. In the course of 
months the wage differential for men doing 
this sam e type of work may be sizable. 
That will be an open invitation to wage 
disputes. 
A similar situation exists as to pensions. 
The big unions used clubs to force pension 
agreem ents for their workers which will be 
unavailable to other workers under social 
security. When retirem ent time comes one 
worker will see his fellow-worker receiv­ 
ing higher retirement benefits. 
There was a time when wage scales and 
benefits followed a fairly even course. Then 
the pressure of big organization began to 
get in its licks. The government as referee 
has been unable to withstand this pressure. 
As a result the nation is becoming ever 
m ore deeply mired in inflation. 


Roosevelt, Churchill and Stalin m et at 


Teheran in Iran on Nov. 28, 1943, to deal 
with m any questions, among them being 


“Overlord,’’ which Soviet Russia regarded 
as the second front, and the eventual or­ 


ganization of the world through something 
like the United Nations. 


Stalin was ingenious. In spite of all that 
we were doing, he minimized all our ef­ 
forts because we had not yet started “ Ov­ 
erlord.” that is, the second front in Europe 


by way of France. Nevertheless, Roosevelt 


pushed the problem of how to maintain the 
peace once the w ar was over. He proposed 


a world organization (Similar to the Unit­ 
ed Nations) with an assembly, and an ex­ 
ecutive committee, 
consisting of Soviet 
Russia, the United States, Great Britain 
and China, together with “ two European 
nations, one South American, one Middle 
Eastern, one F a r Eastern and one British 
dominion. This executive committee would 
deal with all nonmilitary questions—such 
as economy, food, health, etc.” 
Let m e quote from “ Roosevelt and Hop­ 
kins” by Robert E. Sherwood: 
“ Stalin asked whether this committee 
would have the right to make decisions 
which would be binding on all the nations. 
Roosevelt was indecisive in his answer to 
that one. He did not believe that the Con­ 
gress would permit the United States to be 
bound by the decision of such a body.” 
Then Roosevelt wanted a third body to be 
brought into existence which he termed 
“ the four policemen.” consisting of Rus­ 
sia, the United States, Great Britain and 
China. 
This body would exist to act immediate­ 
ly, if the threat to peace appeared. Roose­ 
velt was impressed with the fact that the 
League of Nations could debate but not act. 
“The four policemen” would be able to 
pitch right in. 
Stalin correctly noted that the small na­ 
tions would not like this at all. And then he 
gave his hand aw ay when he said that Chi­ 
na would not be very powerful when the 
war was over. He knew that in 1943, al­ 
though it could have appeared then that if 
Japan were out of the way, China could be 
a very strong nation, indeed. So Stalin pro­ 
posed a committee for Europe and anoth­ 
er for Asia. Presum ably Russia would be 
on both committees as she existed on both 
continents. 
Roosevelt’s problem was that while he 
thought the United States would go along 
on a world organization, Congress would 
not favor a strictly European entangle­ 
ment. In this, of course, he was wiser than 
Harry Trum an and Dean Acheson, who, 
while they were able to put over the North 
Atlantic Alliance, never could make it pop­ 
ular. And 
Roosevelt 
also 
realized 
that 
whatever was unpopular was unsound po­ 
litically in a free country. 
Hopkins in Sherwood’s book comments: 
“ Stalin said-that if the President’s sug­ 
gestion for a world organization were car­ 
ried out—particularly the four policemen 
part of it—this might require the sending of 
American troops overseas.

The Symptoms and Treatment 
Of Acute Osteomyelitis 


By HERMAN N. BUNDESEN, M.D. 
INFECTION of the bone and 
bone marrow Is known as osteo­ 
myelitis. In its acute form, the 
onset of the disease is violent, 
with chills and all the signs of 
acute infection, such as fever, 
weakness, loss of appetite, and a 
general feeling of sickness. 
The “give-away” sign of this 
Illness is the tenderness in the 
tissues over the area of affected 
bone, usually with some swelling 
of the tissue*. The area may be 
only slightly tender at first, but 
this tenderness gradually be­ 
comes extreme, and the pain is 
severe, throbbing, and constant. 
High Fever 
Within 24 hours after the con­ 
dition starts, the temperature 
may run up to as high as 104 de­ 
grees. The number of white cells 
in the blood are greatly Increased. 
The condition, as a rule, is not 
too difficult to diagnose because 
of the sudden starting of pain 
and tenderness over one of the 
bones, accompanied by lever, in­ 
creased number of white cells, 
and all the signs of severe infec­ 
tion. Perhaps the most important 
diagnostic sign is the area of local 
tenderness 
over 
the 
affected 
bone. As the condition progresses, 
X-ray examination is also useful 
in making a diagnosis. Changes 
that will show up on X-ray exam­ 
ination do not come on immedi­ 
ately, and to delay treatment 
until they appear may result in 
permanent damage. 
In treating acute osteomyelitis, 
the two most important things 
are the use of the antibiotic dru s 
and keeping the affected par" 
immovable. In addition, quieting 
drugs may be given and the pa- 
tlent’s nutrition should be main- 


I tained with proper diet. Fluids 
should, of course.be administered 
both by injection under the skin 
I and into a vein. 
Required Operation 
The germs which are most 
often responsible for osteomyeli­ 
tis are sensitive to penicillin and 
aureomycin. Before the antibiot­ 
ics were discovered, all cases of 
osteomyelitis required operation 
sooner or later. However, with the 
antibio:ic treatment in the acute 
cas>\ operation is rarely neces­ 
sary, except in those few in­ 
stances where a large abscess 
forms or bits of dead bone ars 
located in the involved area. 
It Is important, however, that 
treat rn nt with the antibiotics be 
started as soon as possible; there­ 
fore, thpy should be given as soon 
a* there is any suspicion that 
osteomyelitis Is present. If this la 
done, It may be possible to pre­ 
vent any abscess formation and 
destruction of bone. 
If abscesses develop, they may 
be drained by using a needle and 
syringe. This decreases pressure 
and relieves pain, and also per­ 
mits examination of the fluid to 
determine the type of germs 
which are causing the trouble. 
This guides the physician in his 
choice of a suitable antibiotic. 
QUESTIONS AND ANSWERS 
N. V. W hat causes the knee 
joint to slip and lock'’ 
Answer: This may be due to 
some disorder affecting the car­ 
tilages in the knee Joint. An 
X-ray of the joint should be 
taken and a careful study made 
by your physician so that the 
exact cause may be found. Oper­ 
ative treatm ent would be neces­ 
sary if the cartilage is detached.

The idea of the Marshall Plan, which has poured out nearly 
$11 billion as of Jan. 31, 1951, is too big to giasp in mere terms of 
dollar-sUtistics. However, many a 'Tittle person” has a personal 
Marshall story to tell as human as the legend of the Dutch boy suck­ 
ing his finger in the dike to save his country from flooding. 
What the tulip grower in Holland thinks about the Marahali Plan— 
from his own experience—demonstrates simply how the Economic 
Co-operation Administration has made friends and 
influenced people at a time of survival-important# 
to our own people. 
Here are some of the 'Tittle stories” from just 
on© of the 18 Marshall Plan countries, The Nether­ 
lands: 
Dutch mothers, fearing the scourge of tubercu­ 
losis among their children, breathed a sigh of 
thanksgiving when ECA sponsored eliminating TB 
in Dutch dairy cattle. 
A woodworking factory, which manufactured 
something called a “swallow-tail” powdered-milk 
case, was facing bankruptcy when such cases no 
longer were wanted. ECA modified the "aw-allow- 
tail 
machinery and today it’s turning out doors, 
window sashes and crates. 
Some 500 Dutch farm ers*are now* growing 
f la n g e J ’hei b l srop* non-existent ^ H o llan d four years ago.

THE LITTLE DUTCH TOWN of Uden faced a fast growing popu­ 
lation and few jobs. With ECA aid, a 60-acre plot was set aside; 25 
miles of roads were hard-surfaced; water, sewer, telephone, gas and 
electricity were Installed; come-on literature distributed to the press. 
Result: Eight small concerns came in to manufacture such diverse 
products as corsets and bicycle parts. Some SCH) residents of Uden got 
jobs. 
Many a restaurant, hotel or cafe owner sings ECA praises for the 
booming tourist trade. ECA had Dutch hotel expert* visit the United 
States, study American methods the better to please tourists and 
then launched a publicity campaign. 
Mechanics were badly needed. 
ECA enabled 37 labor training 
schools throughout Holland to increase enrollments from 3.000 to 
7.000 in one year. 
Marshall Plan incubators (called ‘Taoletteo*) have saved the lives 
of hundreds of premature babies. 
These are the “little stories ’ ignoring the great industrialization of 
Holland, the expansion of its chief export of tulip bulbs and shipping 
Most of the “little miracles’ were wrought with what's called "coun­ 
terpart funds,” meaning the transactions are in local currency—not 
in dollars. The Dutch “m atch” ECA funds 
At this very moment these little stories may be decisive in swing­ 
ing the powers-that-be in The Hague toward co­ 
operation with Gen. Dwight D. Eisenhower in organ­ 
izing a European army. 
Holland, hard hit by war destruction, the break 
with Indonesia and long occupation by the Nazis, is 
understandably reluctant to strain brr new ECA- 
reinforced economy by large expenditures for military purposes Hol­ 
land is small and her contribution to the first European army to stop 
aggression is called "too small to m atter." Neutrality is an attrac­ 
tive prospect— but not possible. 
• 
General Elsenhower is depending largely on the Widespread ECA 
missionary work to swing the Dutch parliament into line with those 
of the rest of Ult 12 North Atlantic Treaty countries.

There was general gloom

Then out of 
the noise of disheartened debate 
cam e a timid suggestion t h a t 
perhaps the project could be fi­ 
nanced through sewage revenue 
mortgage bonds 
Under that plan the sam tan 
sewers would be paid for by is­ 
suing bonds on the basis of reve­ 
nue brought into the city from 
its sewage disposal system.

LEGISLATORS asked City So­ 
licitor George Gerhardt to look 
into the matter, find out if they 
could legally handle the matter 
that way. 
And this week Gerhardt said 
he had been informed that a pos­ 
sibility of issuing such b o n d s 
does exist. 
But there is a catch. 
Sewage Department Manager 
Ervin Le I st pointed out that if 
the bonds were issued, it would 
necessitate an increase in sew 
age rates, 
’'Right now,” he said, "we 
are spending just about what 
our annual revenue is. An in­ 
crease in sewage ra'es would 
he almost inevitable if sew­ 
age revenue mortgage bonds 
were issued.” 
Leist added that there is some 
doubt that new* sewage l i n e s 
could be 
installed to service 
areas where none exist a1 pres­ 
ent under the mortgage revenue 
bonds. 
"But th*”- main expense of in 
stalling the line paralleling the 
N and W tracks could be han­ 
dled that way.” he added 
He said a bonding firm rem 
sedative is expected to arrive 
here soon to supply complete in­ 
formation.
